Pension Vetoes iou«l 'White 3X«i»e 


Flowers. 


A Washington dispatch says: A com- 


putation hns been made of the annual 
"saving" effected by the 102 pension 
bills. The amounts granted to pen- 
sioners by seveutjr-cu;!it of the billg 
rstoeci van from $24 to $864 a. year, a 
total of $11,853, or an average of $152. 
Besides these seventy-eight cages tber* 
»re now fourteen in the hands of the 
Senate Connttee on Penmons, which at 
tho same average, would amount to $2,- 
It8, making a total of $13,984. There 
are ten ouses in which the -voices make 
no difference, as the pensioners ar« al- 
ready drawing the same pensions as the 
new Acts gave them. Only one of the 
bills cov«-ed arrears. This was in tho 
case ot T. S, Hopkins, aud the am-ais 
which ha would have received aggre- 
gated $3,379. This "saving" is equal 
to about twice the sum to be expended 
this yoar "for repairs of the conserva- 
tory of the Executive Mansion." It is 
more than three times as great us the 
amoont to be used "for cars and neces- 
sary repairs of green-houses;" also for 
the use and pleasure of the Executive, 
which is a separate and additional item 
of $4,000; it is not as great as the item 
of $16,000 "for oaro, repairs and refur- 
nishing the Executive Mansion," which 
does not include the item of $3,000 "for 
fuel for the Executive Mansion and 
green-houses." The Executive Mnnniou 
items above mentioned foot up $29,000, 
and they do not include the appropria- 
tion for lighting the Executive Mansion 
which amounts to sereni! thousand 
dollars a y«ar. Neither do they in- 
clude the appropriation for the com- 
pensation of a privuta saoretaiy, un as- 
sistant secretary, seven clerks, 
an 


usher, a steward, four messengers, five 
doorkeepers, one watchman, and one 
fireman, which amounts in all to $33,- 
864, nor do they include items which 
aggregate $8,000 "for contingent ex- 
peases of the Executive office." 
The 


total of those various items of $70,SGI 
are mnrp than fire times the amount 
"saved" by the 103 pension vetoes. I! 
will be seen that by appending his sig- 
nature to messages vetoing sixty-eight 
pension billa the President "saved" 
enough of the public-money to repair 
and care for the conservatory and green- 
house of the Executive Mansion during 
a whole year, barring the expense of 
keeping them 
properly 
heated and 


lighted. The President is said to de- 
tivs much pleasure from the conserva- 
tory. 
Of course it would cost the 


country u great deal more if it were not 
for the fact that things, au era of Jefi«r. 
aonian simplicity. The widows whose 
claims were vetoed aud who are subsist- 
ing by the charity of their friends, who 
own no green houses, or who are spend- 
ing their Ust years in alms-houses to 
which DO conservatories belong, ought 
to rejoice when they know that a grate- 
ful republic provides so generously for 
the comfort and pleasure of its faithful 
and vigilant Chief Magistrate.

The New York World's Washington 


special says: There is a new move- 
ment of some magnitude about to be in- 
augurated by the National Republican 
Congressional Committee in the way of 
Bystamatio exodus of colored people. 
It 


has been a matter of longstanding com- 
plaint with the Republican managers 
that in part* of the South there are 
many Republican negroes whose votes 
are wasted and that the lace is not mak- 
ing advancement. There has been far 
several years an organization to look aft* 
er this matter. Fred Douglass of this 
city is President of the organization, 
He has studied the question carefully 
and collected many statistics. The Re- 
publican Committee, which has a large 
gum of money at its disposal, purposes 
to distribute the colored men before the 
campaign of 1888 where they will do th» 
most good.
